Applicants are required to amend the claims accordingly. 
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Claim 25 and 26 are not being rejoined since they have other 1 12 issues. It is unclear what 
the disorder associated with obesity is. Examiner spoke to Applicants attorney Mr. Lee 
regarding claims 25 and 26. See interview summary. 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 112 first has been withdrawn since applicants have 
amended the claim to limit the R6 substitutents. 

The rejection of claims 18, 19 and 21 has been withdrawn since applicants have amended the 
claims to limit and incorporate the diseases in the claims.
